CHICAGO, . March = 11, — Lieut. * Gov. 
O'Hara, ‘in. summarizing the work of the 
Illinois ~Senatorial Vice Commission, to- 
night, said: . “ We have found that there 
is a combination engaged in wholesale 
traffic in- women and extending over the 
entire country. In.a large proportion of 
the cases we have investigated we have 
found that the girls have been procured 
from large department. stores and simi- 
lar institutions, where -women are -éni- 
ployed. Low wages are to blame. fur 
most of the .immorality. among youns 
girls. 

“In most instances State Street mer- 
chants have been ready to co-operate with 
the. commissign in abolishing the present 
conditions. hile we have found that in 
most of the stores. wages for the younger 
girls vary from $3 to $5.a week, this is 
not confined to the large department 
stores alone, but is.even more noticeable 
in smaller establisiments. 

“There absolutely is no doubt that ‘the 
solution of the. problem is the establish- 
ment of a minimum wage for women. 
Many merchants have attempted to shield 
themselves by declaring that the low 
wage has no bearing upon morality, since 
many of the girls live.at home and are 
not. dependent. upon. their own earning 
powers for a living. This is untrue in far 
too many casts. 

“ Chicago’ is the middle Western dis- 
tributing point and collecting station for 
wemen. This gigantic ‘ white slave’ trust, 
at least the local end of -it, is conducted 
by a Chicago man. He is now in New 
York, and we dre waiting for him to come 
back here, when a subpoena. will be served 
upon him immediately. 

“The most significant thing so far dis- 
covered is the fact that many girls go 
astray purely through environment. .In 
entering the business world the seclusion 
of the home is lost,: and girls become 
more masculine-in their ideas and modes 
of life. .By the establishment.of the min- 
imum wage,the salaries of men ‘ulitmately 
will be increased.

AMERICANS TO HOLD BORDER. 


Bliss Reports United States 
Troops Are Needed There. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—No change 
in the disposition of United States troops 
on the Mexican border between El Paso, 
Texas, and Nogales, Mexico, is likely in’ 
view of a report to the Wat Department 
to-day from Brig. Gen. Bliss that no 
patrol was nearer to the international 
boundary than was absolutely necessary. 

After the recent clashes near Douglas 
between Mexican soldiers and American 
troops Gen. Bliss was asked by Secretary 
Garrison to investigate the frontier situa- 
tion with a view to moving the troops 
further back from the boundary to lessen 
the danger of border fighting. He report- 
ed to-day that the troops are performing 
difficult duty with great discretion, and 
that in the vicinity of Douglas no patrol 
or other detachment was under Observa- 
tion from the Mexican side. 

The War Department will accept Gen. 
Bliss’s view, and he will continue his in- 
vestigation along the entire American- 
Mexican frontier. * 

Dispatches to the department .indicate 
a serious situation at Piedras Negras, 
Mexico, where the forces under Gov. Car- 
ranza appear to be in full control. Gen. 
Aubert, with Federal cavalry, is reported 
near Monclavo. The railroad near Fie- 
dras Negras has been abandoned by the 
Central Government and Carranza is try- 
ing to operate the line by impressing dis- 
charged employes. Inhabitants of Pie- 
dras Negras fear the town will be de- 
stroyed. It is reported that Carranza in- 
tends to take part of his force to Cua- 
tro Cienegas. 

Inquiry from the Mexican Foreign Of- 
fice as to the acceptability to this Gov- 
ernment of Emilio Rabasa. as Mexican 
Ambassador to Washington. to succeed 
Sefior Calero, retired, has confronted the 
State Department with the question of 
formal recognition of the new.

Minister-de la Barra Announces Rec- 
ognition Will Be Given. 


MEXICO CITY, March 11.—Great Brit- 
ain will recognize the Huerta “Govern- 
ment, according to official advices re- 
ceived to-day by Francisco de la Barra, 
Mexican Minister ,of Foreign Relations, 
from the Mexican Legation in London.

Similar letters, the attor- 
ney charged, had been sent to other news- 
papers throughout the country. Since 
March 4, Mr. Morris said, Postmaster 
General Burleson had told him that unless 
the required returns were made on or be- 
fore March 11 he would enforce the pen- 
alties, which include disbarment from the 
mails,

RECEIVES WARM WELCOME 


Many Eminent Physicians Greet the 
German: Visitor—To Take. Up 
Cases in Ottawa To-day. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MONTREAL, March 11.—Dr.° F. F. 
Friedmann had a busy time here to-day 
demonstrating his treatment for tuber- 
culosis in the presence of a large gather- 
ing. of physicians. The vaccine was aa- 
ministered to fifty-six patients. 

Col. Burland, the founder of the Royal 
Edward Institute for. Tuberculosis; DrX 
Adama, Dean of the Medical Faculty at 
McGill University, and others, met him on 
his arrival this morning and took him to 
the Ritz-Carlton Iotel to breakfast. 
Thence he /proceeded to the laboratory 
of McGill University, which had been 
placed at his: disposal by the university 
Faculty, and’there prepared his vaccine. 

His arrival.at the Royal Edward Insti- 
tue was Witnessed by a large crowd. He 
was received by more than sixty of the 
most eminent medical men in the Domin- 
ion, who extended a warm welcome to 
him. His manner favorably impressed all 
who saw him, and his ‘quiet confidence 
disarmed criticism. Seventy patients suf- 
fering from tuberculosis’ in all stages 
had. been selected by the medical authori- 
ties, and from these Dr. Fréedmann chose 
the ones to be treated. 

‘* My first step in Montreal,’ Dr. Fried- 
mann said, ‘‘ will be to treat cases of 
visible tuberculosis in the presence of 
physicians, and thereby accomplish the 
double purpose of instructing them and 
proving the efficacy of the use of live 
germs in tuberculosis. What I mean by 
visible tuberculosis is fungi on the knee 
for instance—visible to the eye. Instead 
of amputating the leg, I will save it. One 
or two injections are so effective that 
even in 2 few weeks astonishing results 
are obtained.”’ 

In reply to the criticism that he had 
Kept the remedy a secret, Dr. Friedmann 
said: 

“T was compelled to do it until I could 
find a man who would look after my own 
private patients while I was away. Now 
that I have found one I. have placed the 
remedy in the hands of Prof, Ehrlich, 
head of the Government Institution at 
Frankfort-on-Main, so.that he can pro- 
ceed with the work of investigation. I 
have treated about eighteen hundred 
cases and have never had a failure.’ 

Four girls, two women, and one man 
were in the first group treated with the 
serum, the whole operation occupying ex- 
actly half an hour, The. first girl Dr. 
Friedmann treated was suffering from 
tuberculosis in the glands of the throat. 
All the cases. were of rather advanced 
types, and Dr. Friedmann left definite in- 
structions as to their treatment in the fut- 
ure, Later Dr. Friedmann treated the 
other 49 patients, similarly selected, 
among them a girl of 16, whose parents 
had died from tuberculosis, She had trav- 
eled 126 miles_to recéive the treatment. 

After the clinic several of the leading 
medical men congratulated Dr. Fried- 
mann, and expressed themselves as pro- 
foundly impressed by his thoroughness 
and obvious desire to prove the worth of 
his serum. The physicians manifested 
the utmost cordiality toward the visitor. 

While the clinic was in progress hun- 
dreds of sufferers gathered outside the 
building and pleaded for treatment. Many 
of them had come long distances in: the 
hope that they might receive the benefit 
of the vaccine. They were all turned 


away. 
Dr. iednenn started this evening for 
Ottawa, where he will treat thirty or more 


patients to-morrow. ; 

Prof. Adami, one of those who ‘sreeted. 
Dr. Friedmann to-day, is recognized. on 
both sides of the Atlantic as one of. the 
greatest authorities on tuberculosis. Prof. 
Adami presided at .the International 
Tuberculosis Congress in Washington in 
1508. He was appointed a Royal Commis- 
sioner to investigate the spread of tuber- 
culosis in 1909 and was elected President 
of the Association of American Physicians 
two years later. He previously had de- 
clined to accept the chair of pathology at 
Cornell Unives§ity in 1898. He also re- 
fused to accept a similar post at Cam- 
bridge University in 1899. : 

He now is President of the Canadian 
Association for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis.

Victim of Tuberculosis Who Came 
from Denver Dies in Hoboken. 


Jacob Heideker, 28 years old, who tray- 
eled from his home in' Denver to New 
York to be treated by Dr. Friedrich -F. 
Friedmann, died yesterday at 128 Garden 
Street. Hoboken, after failing.to get an 
audience with the German specialist. On 
Monday night Heideker engaged a room in 
the lodging house of Mrs. Annie .Grass- 
man of 128 Garder Street. Because of a 
relapse he had in the nignt, arrangements 
had been made to send him to St. Mary’s 
Hospital. When the ambulance arrived to 
take him there he was found dead. Among 
his effecis wasy found a letter addresse 
to a sister, Mrs. Anna.

AUSTRIAN ORDER TO SERVIA 


Says She Must Not Send Troops to 
Scutari—Austria and Russia to 
Demobilize on Their Frontier.

Austria afid Russia have jointly an- 
nounced their intention to demobdilize 
the troops massed on their frontier. 

The Balkan alli¢s have decided to ac- 
cept thé mediation of the powers in or- 
der to end the war with Turkey, but 
they will continue fighting until a pre- 
liminary treaty is drawn up. 

The Rumanian and Bulgarian Gov- 
ernments have submitted their dispute 
to the médiation of M. Sazonoff, the 
Russian Foréign Minister. 


SOFIA, March 18—The official news- 
paper Mir says that'the Balkan allies have 
accepted the proposal for European media- 
tion. 

The allies stipulate, however, that Tur- 
key must pay an indemnity. 

Hostilities, it is further stated, will con- 
tinue during the negotiations. 


LONDON, Wednesday, March 12.—The 
Kuropean Chantelleries and stock mar- 
kets aré being Kept in a condition of 
nérvous ténsion. No sooner does one 
thorny problem séem in the way of solu- 
tion than another crops up. 

Last night the long-expected agree- 
ment for Austro-Russian demobilization 
was published.

ELEVATED MOTORMAN 


Hold Him-Blaineless for Fatal Col- 
lision, Though High Officials 
Seek to Put Guilt on Him. 


CALLS ROAD’S .DIRECTORS 


August Belmont,- Cornelius Vander- 
‘ bilt, ‘Theodore P. Shonts, and Oth- 
ers Testify in Coroner’s Court. 


Theodore P. Shonts, August Belmont, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, Andrew Freedman, 
George W. Young, and other men high in 
the councils of the Interborough assem- 
bled as witnesses yesterday afternoon at 
an inquest into the death of Policeman | 
John M. Gleason, who was killed in a col-

| quiry held by a Coroner into this acci- 
dent. Sixteen persons were hurt in the 
collision and one of them was Mary Lan- 
cer of 1,866 Washington Avenue, the 
Bronx. A jury in the Bronx, sitting un- 
der Coroner Shongut,*considered the death 
of Mrs. Lancer on Monday night. They 
absolved Michael Hearn, the motorman, 
of blame and put the responsibility for 
the accident on the Interborough. Cor- 
oner Shongut set aside the verdict and 
held Hearn for the Grand Jury. 

The proceedings yesterday afternoon 
were taken in connection with the death 
of Pcliceman Gleason before Coroner 
Feinberg in the dingy quarters of the

Streets because the policeman died in 
Manhattan. :

Belmont Park May Open New 
York Racing Season on 
Memorial Day.

Race track managers are preparing 
plans for an early resumption of thor- 
oughbred horsé racing on courses in the 
metropolitan district. It is understood 
that the opening meeting will be held at 
Belmont Park, and that a programme is 
how being prepared for the. Westchéstér 
Racing Assotiation, Which owns that 
course, and within a short time it is ex- 
pected that it will be made public. 

In view of the agitation among the 
opponents of facing, the track managers 
are secretive ag to their plans. A. meet- 
ing was held yesterday at the offices of 
the Sdratoga Association for the Imprtove- 
ment of the Breed of Horses, 6 Hast 
Forty-sixth Street, when many of the 
details for the coming season were dis- 


cussed. It wa8 attended by August Bel- 
mont James Butler, Philip J. wyer, 
and W. A. Engeman. Fred Rehberger, 
who frames the racing programmes for a 
number of the associations; A. E. Ear- 
lochet of the Saratoga Association, and 
Vv. E.. Sehaumburg, secretary of the 
Coney Island Jockey Club, were also 
within the call of the meetin DE. 

The meeting was held behind locked 
doors, and a guard was posted in the cor- 
ridor to thsure even reater pire: 
When it adjourned, the four track repre- 
séntatives said that there was_nothing of 
Yimportance to give out, and Mr. Dwyer 
added that it was a Very troublesome 
question. 

The presence of Mr. Engéman at the 
conference was a surprise. He is the 
President and controlling factor of the 
Brighton Beach Racing Association, and 
in the various plans that have been put 
forward for the cutming season Brighton 
Beach has never been seriously consid- 
ered. There hag been no horse racing 
over the. Brighton Beach track since 
1908, The following season dates were 
alloted the association on its application, 
but there was no racing. Since that time 
thé track has béen put to various uses, 
and it was generally considered that~it 
had entirely disappeared from the New 
York racing map. It would now _ appéar 
that Mr. Engeman wants his track prop- 
erly recognized in any plans that may be 
made for the resumption of racing. 

There are some of the race track Direc- 
tors who still advocate waiting until the 
Court of Appeals decides the Shané bet- 
ting case, but they are in the minority, 
and in the mean time the season prepara- 
tions aré going forward. Richard T. Wil- 
son, Président of the Saratoga Association, 
has said that he would conduct a meeting 
at his track in August, and it is known 
that others controlling the sport on Long 
Island are very much ift favor 6f opening 
the season at Belmont Park, May 30. It 
has been argued that such a date would 
launch the sport with a big holiday” ‘crowd 
and give it the send off that is so greatly 
desired. 

Attorneys have been consulted on thé 
rights of the racing associations under 
the ruling that makes oral betting legal, 
and at the samé timé reliéves the Diréctors 


to the proper resumption of the sport has 
been carefully considered. 

At thé meeting yesterday, the tracks 
that were represented were Bélmont Park. 
Yonkers, Gravesend, Aqueduct, and 
Brighton Beach, while it is proiaie that 
Saratoga and others were taken cadre 
ef by proxies.

Canadian 
misrepresentation of the United States’ 
attitude toward reciprocity was a 
leading factor in putting Premier 
BorDEN in the position to advance his 
naval policy in order to lessen his. dif- 
ficulty over the betterment of the com- 
mercial relations between Canada and 
the United States. If now he meets 
with misadventure over his naval pol-. 
icy, the result will be also the nailing 
of the slander that trade with the 
Yankees is treason to the Empire. 
Rather the prohibition of trade with the 
United States fosters disloyalty toward 
the Government which forbids it, and 
kills sympathy with Canada’s embar- 
rassment on the navy question.

According to the estimate of Dr. 
‘Hastings H. Hart, more than one-third 
af the prisoners in the Elmira State 
Reformatory and in the New York Re- 
formatory for Women are feeble-mind- 
ed. Dr. Gopparp of the Vineland School 
says that one-fourth of‘all criminals 
are of defective mentality. Dr. GEoRGE 
M. PaBKER, medical examiner of the 
Prison Association, finds one-tenth of 
the inmates in the Tombs defective or 
insane. Secretary O. F. Lewis of the 
Prison Association says it is no use 
‘trying further to dea! with the feeble- 
minded by the same methods that apply 
to normal persons. Such authorities as 
these support the: bill introduced by 
Senator FRAWLEY, establishing a com- 
mission to select a site for a custodial 
asylum in which feeble-minded male 
delinquents may be properly kept. 

There are 30,000 feeble-minded per- 
sons in this State for whom no special 
institution is provided. An adult per- 
son with defective mentality possesses 
the passions of a man with no more 
control over them than a child. He may 
at any time become a criminal, and 
dangerous to the community. Senator 
FRAWLEY’s bill has .the sanction of the 
highest medical authorities.

Suspicion. force as a whole, or 
from any group of its members, organized 
or unorganized, one word indicative of 
satisfaction over the present and pros- 
pective elimination from the department 
of, its grafters, blackmailers, and partners 
of criminals. 

We are condtantly told that - great ma- 
jority of the policemen are honest, and 
everybody has been willing, even eager, to 
admit that contention, but to do so be- 
comes constantly harder and harder as 
day after day passes without a single 
manifestation among these honest men of 
the feelings which honest’ men are expect- 
ed to show when ‘they are relieved from 
association, physically and in the public 
mind, with men thoroughly dishonest. On 
the contrary, the police attitude toward 
the investigations now in promess and 
toward all concerned in them is that of re- 
‘sentment—as if the prosecutions were 
‘persecutions, in some way cruel, unjust, 
‘and above all unnecessary. 

All through the department, from close 
;to its top down to its humblest members, 
so far is there from being any inclination 
voluntarily to supply the District Attor- 
ney with evidence that only when he 
proves to some policeman that the alter- 
native to confession is imprisonment does 
he get any help from this source, and then 
| the force expresses, as plainly as it dares, 
abhorrence of that man, not as an ex- 
posed criminal, but as a traitor. And oc- 
casionally, as when WaLsH went to the 
Far Rockaway Station to find out how he 
stood with the Inspectors and Captains’ 
‘Association, this expression dares to be 
plain indeed—to take the form of savage 
revilings which the officer at the desk 
makes no effort to suppress. 

Of course, the man who, to save himself, 
turns informer, is not an agreeable spec- 
tacle to anybody, but he does perform a 
very real public service, and nobody has 
an excuse for hating him except those 
who have been associated with him in 
criminality. No honest policeinan whose 
conception of “loyalty” is not utterly 
perverted regrets or attempts to prevent 
or to punish the disclosure of police evils. 
On the contrary, every policeman who is 
both honest and intelligent rejoices over, 
and to the extent of his ability assists, the 
cleansing of the house in which he lives 
and by the condition of which he is 
judged.

one snowstorm .which 
New York. became a notable date 
in its meteorological history, and, like the 
“big wind” in Irish annals, still stands 
distinctive as the “‘ great blizzard.” Great 
it certainly was, and those of us who were 
here then remember almost as if the 
quarter century were but. a month the 
Savage blasts which filled many a metro- 
politan street and avenue with snow drifts 
as deep as the horse cars of that day were 
high. 

For close to forty-eight hours New York 
practically suspended business and only 
the sturdiest of its inhcbitants managed 
to get down town the first day. Even 
they, for the most part, wished that they 
had remained at home. If the southern 
journey was difficult, that to the north 
at nightfall was nothing less than des- 
perate, for the requisite exertions and in- 
volved hardships cost a few their lives 
and many more a serious and perm&nent 
impairment of health. 

Had the great blizzard come in mid- 
winter it would have been less, though 
sufficiently, ‘remarkable, but. as a vagary 
of Spring and the immediate follower of a 
rdin as warm as that of last Monday 
night, it was amazing. 

One of its never quite explained mys- 
teries was the fact that the*elevated trains 
were tied up almost as soon, and just as 
completely, as the surface cars. The little 
steam locomotives now scattered far and 
wide over this country and others, to re- 
mind wandering New Yorkers of old 
times, were an energetic and able tribe, 
but the great blizzard somehow cowed 
them, and though their tracks were swept 
bare by the howling blast, they did not 
venture out till the storm was well over. 

The exhumation of the buried city was a 
colossal task, iri comparison with which 
all subsequent. snow removal has been 
trivial, and for many days the side streets 
contained mountainous reminders of what 
had been. The amount of talk the great 
blizzard made was commensurate with 
the depth of thé snow, and there were 
humors of the storm as well as tragedies.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE PARADERS. 


Themselves Declared to Blame for III- 
Treatment at Washington. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Miss Paul of English jail experience, one of 
those who recklessly defied law and order in a 
country which she was visiting, admits that 
the head of the Washington police opposed the 
granting of a permit to the suffragists to 
parade. ‘‘ He told me,’’ said Miss Paul to the 
committee which is ‘‘ investigating the shame- 
ful behavior of the police,’’ instead of investi- 
gating the calloug insistence of the women 
paraders, ‘‘that the riff-raff of the South 
would be here on account of the inauguration.” 

Will anyone tell me why a body of women 
has the right to impose on the authorities at 
Washington the double task of keeping order 
for two parades instead of one—the one in 
which the entire country was interested? It 
was cruelly thoughtless and obstinate for the 
women to insist upon parading the day before 
the inauguration, a bit of the same policy of 
‘‘ advertising at any cost’’ that has been pur- 
sued by the militants. Those who are re- 
sponsible for the good name of the Nation had 
all they could attend to in handling the vast 
crowds that were assembling on March 3, and 
it is inconceivable that any body of men would 
have received permission to parade. 

An, editorial article in THE TiImMEs calls upon 
everyone, anti-suffragists especially, to deplore 
the outrageous treatment of the suffragist 
paraders by the hoodlums, but I see no one to 
blame but themselves. No longer is the world 
divided into separate countries, but for the 
purposes of publicity it is all one huge coun- 
try. Therefore, the suffragists cannot expect 
in England to destroy the mail: of innocent 
people, cut up golf courses, blow up houses, 
and set fire to theatres, without the rougher, 
(and, perhaps, the saner, who knows?) element 
of all countries becoming inflamed. It is idle 
for American suffragists to say they do not 
countenance militant methods. They certainly 
continue entertaining and honoring those who 
are responsible for that shameful spectacle of 
a disgraced and degraded womanhood. Only 
this week I have twice refused to meet an 
English author whose work I should have liked 
to honor, but I will not meet anyone who de- 
fends the outrageous behavior of those terma- 
gants—the English militants.

DR. FRiIEDMANN’S “ CURE.” 











Physician Lays Down Conditions of 
a Scientific Test. 


Tc the Editor of The New York Times: 

A scientific test of Dr. Friedmann’s vaccine 
in tuberculosis of the lungs would necessitate 
the following procedure: 

At least 300 cases should be tréated, of both 
sexes, and ag nearly equal in age and other 
essential respects as possible. All of them 
must have demonstrable tubercle bacilli in 
their sputum. The lesion in their lungs must 
be diagnosed as such by examiners of good av- 
erage ability. The patients had best be ambu- 
lant cases, with slight, if any, elevation of 
temperature, (to exclude mixed infection.) They 
must all have been under a physician’s obser- 
vation for at least six months previous to the 
test. 

Then let Dr. Friedmann inject his cultures 
into 100: of these, the remaining 200 receiving 
no other treatment save what they had been 
getting during the six months previous to the 
test, (excepting in the case of tuberculin.) Then 
compare results every three months for at least 
one year. If by that time it can be shown 
that seventy-five of the 100 vaccine-treated 
patients have lost their tubercle bacilli from 
their sputum, as proved by the later methods 
for the detection of the same; if the signs of 
disease in their lungs have markedly dimin- 
ished or disappeared entirely, as noted by the 
same physicians who examined them before 
the vaccine treatment; if their cough and ex- 
pectoration have practically disappeared, while 
their nutrition has been definitely improved; 
and if it could further be shown beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that no such improvement could 
be noted in the 200 patients who were not 
treated by Dr. Friedmann’s vaccine, then, and 
not until then, could the vaccine be pronounced 
as curative in some cases. 

Let it be understood, however, that the ob- 
servation of 100 caseg for one year. is the very 
least in time and number that could be consid- 
ered. Nothing less than an equal percentage 
in 1,000 cases so observed would be neces- 
sary to conclusively prove the vaccine curative. 
And even then it would be at least five years 
before one could safely pronounce the vaccine 
harmless and declare that ,those who have been 
cured have stayed ‘‘ put.’’ 

From the above statement one can readily 
see that the few: cases treated the other day 
by Dr. Friedmann at the People’s Hospital are 
less than worthless as:a demonstration of the 


value of his vaccine, even if they were all

THE DEARTH OF NURSES | 
Due to Other Causes Than Regents’ 


Requirements. 


Department of Nursing and Health, 

Teachers College, Columbia University, 

New York, March 11, 1913. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Under the heading of ‘‘The Nursing 
Profession’’ and signed “A Regents 
Nurse,”’ a letter to THe Times. states that 
the decline in the number of applicants for 
admission to training schools for nurses 1s 
due to their control by the New York 
Board. of Regents. So erroneous an im- 
pression should not remain uncorrected, 
and I therefore beg the courtesy of your 
columns in order to point out that the 
decline of applicants to training schools 
in this State can hardly be due to the 
moderate educational requirements of the 
law (one year of high school,) since the 
Same decrease exists in other States 
where there are no laws. 

With the truly enormous increase in 
hospitals of all kinds during the last de- 
cade, the number of pupils required to 
carry on hospital: work has almost 
trebled. In 1900 there were 432 schools, 
with 11,164 pupil nusees, but in 1910, with- 
in ten years, the number of schools had 
jumped up to 1,129, with 32,636 pupils. At 
present it appears that there are so many 
hospital training schools in competition 
for the existing number of properly 
qualified candidates there are not enough 
to go round. 

Another cause of the deficiency is un- 
doubtedly to be found in the many new 
occupations and professions for women 
which have opened up during the last 
fifteen years, arid are apparently more at- 
tractive to them than nursing. Still an- 
other cause lies in the severe physical ex- 
actions of the system of training, and a 
good many women whose natural gifts 
and inclinations fit them eminently for 
the work of nursing, especially in its 
social ang educational aspects, do not 
dare attempt the exhausting 9 to 10 hours 
of daily work, or 12 hours of nightly 
work, which still prevail even in most of 
our best hospitals. 

It is not the praiseworthy efforts of the 
Regents to maintain reasonable standards 
for the education of nurses that is at 
fault, but the fact that the training 
school to-day faces new conditions which 
it did not have to face 15 or 20 years ago, 
and against which it is having difficulty 
in holding its own, without greatly alter- 
ing some of its methods. 

It is most desirable that training 
schools should be so improved as to at- 
tract a high type of candidate, for never 
was the field of nursing in itself more in- 
teresting to the individual worker, or 
more important to public welfare.

. EUROPE’S WAR SCARE. 





Franco-German Jealousy Deprecated 
as Causeless. 


1'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

If a plague were devastating Europe we 
would feel an.impulse to send help and sym- 
pathy. But this increase of armaments by 
France and Germany means as much loss 
and misery. It is logical for peace lovers 
to try to understand the cause of this panic 
fear, which may be an illusion, a mistrust 
which need not exist. Why should the ‘birth 
of a new Balkan nation: be a menace to 


yEurope? In families the coming of a new son 


or daughter does not call for unreasoning 
jealousy on the part of the elders. Why does 
not the new State with increasing civiliza- 
tion mean new markets for the rest of the 
world, new outputs of mining and agriculture 
to employ the excess of population of other 
countries? 

There is no antagonism of religion to create 
warting ideals, as in the case of Turkey. As 
Italy emerged a new State in the 60s, as 
Germany in 1870, why should not Graeco-Bul- 
garia also be welcomed to the Congress of Na- 
tions? The food problem, the cost of living 
problem, is the real difficulty ahead for all 
nations. This can only be solved by a more 
highly developed civilization, which would 
bring better efficiency to individual effort so 
that more wheat could grow to an acre and in- 
ventive genius be applied to labor-saving and 
comfort-producing. 

Is the fear of Russia to stop all progress, 
and is the only way to improve the lot of 
underfed millions to kill them off in waste- 
ful, cruel war? If statesmen of the right 
calibre would only appear it might instead 


look forward to a federation of the States of 
Europe, which would insure the. peace of the 
world and the chance for men to go forward 
toward the ultimate goal of possible develop- 
ment.

FIRES IN FACTORIES. 


Not Solved Its Problem. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read the letter to Tue Tres 
from Senator Wagner, explaining his 
bill asking for ‘‘a special appropriation 
of $50,000 from the Legislature to extend 
the work of the State Factory Investigat- 
ing Commission,’’ and I have also noted 
your editorial comment on this letter. 
Two years ago this month occurred the 
holocaust of the Asche Building fire. I} 
had ju8t completed an investigation of 
the Highland Avenue, Newark. factory 
fire for the Russell Sage Foundation, and 
my report had appeared in its organ, The 
Survey, in which I stated that such a 
fire could be duplicated in many hundred 
factories in this city. I prophesied that 
we would have such a fire before long, in 
one of > loft building factories. The 
morning #"er the Asche Building fire 
your paepr printed my letter, written 
some time previous, to the proprietors of 
the Triangle Waist Company, advising 
them of their dangerous conditions and 
urging that they install a fire drill in 
order that in case of danger the occu- 
parits could be gotten out of the build- 
ing in safety. 

I prepared a lantern illustrated address, 
which I delivered to the Fifth Avenue 
Association and the Public Forum of the 
Chureh of the Ascension; in which I 
stated that there were only two alter- 
natives presented to the occupants of 
crowded loft factories in this city in case 
of fire, viz., to burn to death or jump to 
death. On the strength of this assertion 
I suceceded in gathering from these two 
organizations a group of men prominent 
in the professions of architecture and en- 
gineering, and in the real estate field, 
who went to Albany and asked for the 
appointment of a commission to in- 
vestigate the abnormal conditions which 
I stated existed in the loft Buildings in 
this city, for the purpose of recommend- 
ing remedial legislation. The result of 
the hearing, which was granted to us by 
the Governor, was the appointment of 
the present Factory Investigating Com- 
mission, 

The Legislature in establishing this 
commission thought it wise not only to 
have it investigate the fire hazard in 
these buildings, but not to neglect any 
other dangerous conditions which might 
come within its purview. It should be 
borne in mind, therefore, that the definite 
problem which the Factory Investigating 
Commission was appointed to solve was 
the improvement of the dangerous fire 
condition in the loft and other factory 
buildings of the State, and anything other 
than this was wholly supplementary. 

Two years have passed and not a thing 
has been done toward improving this 
condition, although the Commissioners 
had in hand all the necessary data. On 
the other hand, it has been aided by. all 
the civic organizations throughout the 
State, who have been busy for years en- 
deavoring. to ameliorate the unsanitary 
and uneconomic conditions affecting the 
wage earners in these. factories. 

The Commissioners now present thirty- 
two bills for the action of the Legis- 
lature. Only five of these are directed 
toward improvement in the fire situation, 
while the other twenty-seven apply to 
matters affecting the hours and health 
of the workers, and I claim that not one 
of the former will be effective, for they 
are either intrinsically weak, or, if they 
show a slight tendency to be drastic, 
there is always a string attached which 
relieves this latter feature, 


requires that no waste materials, cut- 
tings, or rubbish shall be permitted to 
accumulate on the floors of any factory, 
but shall be removed therefrom not less 
than twice each day, and entirely removed 
from the building every day. This is a 
good bill if it stopped there, but the 
string attached to it is apparent; viz., 
that, if these waste materials, cuttings, 
and rubbish have a string tied around 
them (i. e., are baled), they need not be 
removed more than once a month. 

Bill No. 8 calls for fire-alarm signal 
systems which may be installed by the 
Fire Commissioner in this city, or the 
Fire Marshal in the State. As there are 
over 40,000 factories in which fire alarms 
are to be installed, how long would it 
take the Inspectors in these two depart- 
ments, who are very few in number and 
totally unqualified for the work, to get 
these drills installed? 

Bill No. 9 requires automatic sprinklers 
to be installed in every factory building 
over seven stories in height, in which 
wooden flooring or wooden trim is used, 
but entirely neglects to protect the thou- 
sands of non-fireproof factory buildings 
of three or four stories in height, occu- 
pied by more than two hundred persons 
above the first story. 

Bill No. 10 enters into the construc- 
tion of buildings for the purpose of mak- 
ing them safe for their occupancy. It 
is full of inconsistencies; as, for instance, 
having limited the number of people per 
floor to such a number as can safely 
escape by means of the exit facilities 
provided, which would be an _ excellent 
provision, it provides that in any build- 
ing where there is a sprinkler system 50 
per cent. more people can be allowed. As 
sprinkler systems have never been con- 
sidered life-saving devices, and as, like 
all other automatic devices, they fre- 
quently do not ‘operate at all, and when 
they do. operate it is at a temperature 
and in an atmosphere filled with: smoke 
and flames which human beings’ cannot 
stand, the latter always have to make 
their escape in advance of the operation 
of such a system. But with the addi- 
tional occupancy allowed there would be 
no place for the people to escape to, ow- 
ing to the congestion of the exit facili- 
ties. 

The Factory Investigating Commission 
has done admirable work in marshalling 
the social forces of the Etate to aid in 
improving industrial condittons- in its 
factories in all directions; except in that 
of the fire hazard for which it was spe- 
cifically appointed.

MR. WITHERSPOON’S RECITAL. 


Another Opera Singer Who Comes 
Back to Songs on Concert Platform. 

Mr. Herbert Witherspoon is in a differ- 
ent case, when he appears in a song recital 
on the concert platform, from many other 
opera singers, for he began his career 
and continued it a good while on the 
concert platform 3 and he is not yet so 
habituated to the stage of the Metropoli- 
tan and other opera houses as to have 
forgotten the art of song singing, which 
he practiced with much success. He gave 
a recital yesterday afternoon. in Aeolian 
Hall that offered. rencwed evidence of 
this. Mr. Witherspoon sang with a true 
command of the style and technique of 
lieder singing, which demands something 
different from the operatic and dramatic 
style. He’ was in excellent voice, and that 
meant that he gave uncommon enjoyment 
with an organ of truly noble quality, more 
flexible and adapted to a variety of ex- 
pression than many bass voices possess. 
His singing of songs shows intelligence 
and artistic insight, the purpose of ex- 
pressing the same spirit and the inner 
meaning. ° 

His programme was long, varied and in- 
teresting. He began with airs by Mozart, 
“Per questa bella mano;’’ Gluck, “Un 
Ruissetet bien clair,’ and Beethoven’s 
song, “ Priifung des. Kiissens,” ‘which he 
Sang with unusual command of style and 
beauty of phrasing. His choice of songs 
by Schubert included some that are little 
known, as the “Liebeslauschen;” nor are 
“An die Leyer,” the ‘“Gesang des Harf- 
ners” and “An Schwager Kronos” 
among the more familiar ones. Brahms’s 
noble ‘‘ Todesschnen’”’ he-sang with real 
eloquence. His last group were dialect 
and old songs—Elizabethan, Scotch and 
Irish—for which Mr. Witherspoon has a 
special taste. 


MR. CLEMENT'S RECITAL.

Mr. Salzedo also was 
heard alone in a transcription of one 
of Debussy’s ‘* Arabesques,’’ and.a set 
of variations: by himself. 
’ Mr. Clément’ confined himself entirely 
to modera French gong4; his last num- 
ber was from Weckerlin’s ‘La Laitiére 
de Trianon. Mr. Clément sang in ex- 
cellent voice, with his well-known 
polish of style, fine taste and _ fitness 
of expression. As for the Barrére En- 
semble, their. playing was charming, 
too; but there might have been some 
question as to the wisdom of effecting 
just this sort of combination between 
a voice of the quality and limitations 
of Mr. Clément’s, and the characteristic 
tone color—which also has its limita- 
tions— of the wind instruments. There 
was a very large audience that almost 
filled the hall, and that showed the 

test interest in Mr. Clément and the 
trumentalists.

DR. JOHN BILLINGS DEAD. 


Ex-Director of New. York Public 
Library Was Noted Army Surgeon. © 


Dr. John Shaw Billings, former Director 
of the New York Public Library and at 
one time a high officer in the.medical de- 
partment of the army, died late on Mon- 
day night in the New York Hospital. Dr. 
Billings was born in Switzerland County; 
Ind., April 12, 1839, and was graduated 
from Miami University in 1857, receiving 
the degree of Master of Arts from’ his 
Alma Mater three years later. He was a 
surgeon, having received his training in 
Ohio Medical College and abroad. He was 
an LL. D. of Yale, a Doctor of Civil Law 
of Oxford, and an M. D. of Johns Hopkins 
and Munich. : 

During the civil war Dr. Billings en- 
tered the Federal service as a_ surgeon, 
and rose to be a Lieutenant Colonel and 
Deputy Surgeon General. He directed 
various branches of the army medical 
service, and was put in charge of ‘the 
vital and social statistics of the Eleventh 
Census af¢er directing the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’sc library. Dr. Billings was Profes- 
sor of Hygiene in the University of Penn- 
sylvania from 1893 to 1896, when he be- 
came Director of the New York Public 
Library, a position which he resigned 
just before the library. moved to its new 
building, at Fifth Avenue and Forty-sec- 
ond Street. He was the author of maay 
medical books and works on sanitation. 





Prince of Hohenlohe-Langenburg Dies 

BERLIN, March 11. — Hermann Ernest 
Francis Bernard, the sixth Prince of Ho- 
henlohe-Langenburg and Count of Glei- 


chen, died here yesterday. He was born 
at Langenburg on Aug. 31, 1832, and_his 
mother was the Princess Feodora of Lei- 
ningen. Since 1897 he had been the head 
of the Hohenlohe-Neuenstein, having suc- 
ceeded his brother in the title in pursu- 
ance of a family contract, confirmed by 
the principality.

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; TELL OF SHORT-WEIGHT COAL 


Purchasers Testify That They Lose 


from 2 to 5 Per Cent. 


Special to The New York Times. . 

PHILADELPHIA, March 11.—W._ B. 
Downing, a Philadelphia coal dealer, tes- 
tified this afternoon at the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission coal weignt inves- 
tigation in the Bourse that for years his 
shipments from the Philadelphia & Read- 
ing Coal Company averaged 2 per cent. 
short on every ton. 

“My claims for rebates were laughed 
at both by the railroad and by the coal 
company,” said Downing. 

Officials of the Philadelphia House of 
Detention testified that it was a regular 
thing for 100-ton shipments to be two 
tons short. 

James C. Tatterstall, a coal dealer. of 
Trenton, member of the Trenton Retail 
Dealers’ Association and a member and 
Director of tne Pennsylvania Association, 
testified he had been weighing consign- 
ments of coal for several years, and had 
reweighed several consignments recently, 
none of which agreed with the stencil 
weight on the cars. They varied, he said, 
from 1,160 pounds overweight to 7,382 
pounds underweight, the latter cars giv- 
ing evidences of the cars’, having ‘een 
tampered with and scme of the. coal re- 
moved. The average shortage on ten 
ears weighed, he said, was 550 pounds. 

He gave it as his opinion that the only 
way to correct the evil of large shortages 
was to weight the cars standing still, in- 
stead of running, as is now the practice. 
His yearly loss in weight, he estimated to 
be at least 5 per cent. Some of that loss, 
he said, was due to moisture and somevof 
it to. inadequate weighing methods. 

Edward R. Pussey of Wilmington, Del., 
also a member of the Pennsylvania Re- 
tail Dealers’ Association, testified that he 
had weighed a rember of cars of coal 
shipped by the Philadelphia & Reading 
and Lehigh Valley companies at 
weighed short from 274 to 1,132 poun 

H. Keffer, Division Super ntendent 
of the Philadelphia & Reading, described 
in great detail the system used in the 
weighing of coal and gave it as his opin- 
ion from twenty-eight years’ experience 
that coal weighed on the run would be 
as accurately accounted for as if it were 
weighed standing. He also said it would 
not be practical to weigh coal standing, 
as.the volume handled was too great, and 
Philadelphia and other cities would suf- 
fer by the necessary delay in shipments.

FLEXNER FAVORS MAXWELL. 


Spirited Opposition to Bills Curiailing 
Superintendent’s Powers. 
Special to The New York. Times. 
ALBANY, March 11.—Defenders of 
William H. Maxwell, Superintendent of 
Schools of New York City, and the Board 





Committees on Cities to-night that the Mc- 


Kee bills, which transfer certain powers 
of the Superintendent to the Board of 
Education, would inject politics ‘nto the. 
management of. the schools and cause 
their demoralization. Advocates of the 
measures on the other hand said that. the 
proposed legislation was eSséntial to prog- 
ress in educational work in New; York 
Cit 
rhe hundred or more teachers, Presi- 
dent Thomas W. Churchill, several mem-’ 
bers of the Board of Education, and 
several noted educators. appeared before 
the committees. Abraham Flexner of the 
General Educaticnal Board vet the Car- 
negie Foundation, an .expert in/ education, 
said that the bills curtailing the powers of 
the Superintendent were preposttrous. 
They had been submitted to prominent 
educators of the country, and each one 
had expressed opposition to the principles 
involved. The bills give the Board of 
Education: control of the curriculum, the 
power to appoint associate Superin- 
tendents, and-authority to enforce the 
truancy law. He said that the bills placed 
important technical matters within the 
control of iiiexperienced men and sub- 
jected the city to ridicule, The measures 
if enacted. would inject politics into the 
school system. 

Another opponent of the bills was Miss 
Gannet of the Henry Street‘ Settlement. 
She said that the curriculum was not. all 
that could be desired, but didn’t see how 
the bills would make any improvement. 
A communication from the Neighborhood 
Workers was read. It said that the Mc- 
Kee bills would put politics. in the school 
system, 

Mr. McKee asked how politics would be 
injected into the system. 

“Because school matters would be given 
over to the control of a body not com- 
posed of experts,’* Miss Gannet replied. 

Franklin W. Hooper, President of the 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and ences, 
paid a tribute to the ability and work of 
Supt. Maxwell. He said that the Legis- 
lature would: make a serious mistake if 
it gave a board of forty-six inexperienced 
men control over the city schools. He 
said that Dr. Maxwell was “one: of the 
city’s.greatest assets. 

Assemblyman McKee in supporting the 
bills said they. were not inimical to Supt. 
Maxwell. .They were drawn in the interest 
of efficiency and the improvement of the 
schools. 

Morton Stein. a member of the Board of 
Education, said the present curriculum 
was of use only to those who were 
to enter college. He said that changes 
were needed for the benefit of the great 
majority of pupils, who desired practical 
training. 

Miss Grace Strachan, President of the 
Interborough Teachers’ Association, with 
fifty teachers of that association and sev- 
eral representatives of the New York 
Teachers’ Assoeiation, came here to favor 
the bills.

several firemen Were put on the stand to 
show that substantially the same condi- 
tions prevailed on the various roads. 
This cumulative testimony was largely 
te prove that a fireman had to do some- 
thing besides physical labor for his wages, 
and that he was held responsible, jointly 
with the engineer, for any failure to ob- 
serve the rules. It was also brought out 
that the fireman, when not actually en- 
gaged in firing, had:to watch the signals 
on his side of the engine. 

Long waits for promotion from fireman 
to engineer were emphasized as one of the 
results of the use of ‘bigger engines. They 
had made it possible, the men. said, to 
haul a greatly increased tonnage with 
each engine, and there were consequently 
fewer engines in use. A fireman is elig- 
ible for promotion after three years’ serv- 
ice, but Mr. Locke said that they _had to 
fire on an average. sixteen years before 
they got regular runs as engineers. 

J.-D. Weaver, in the Lake Shore passen- 
ger service, said he had been a fireman 


of Superintendents told the legislative/ seven years and.a half, and pased ‘his ex- 


amination for promotion three years ago. 
He was.third on the list for assignment 
as’ an engineer at that time, but now h% 
was seventeenth, because of the heaviea 
tonnage handled by an engine and the re- 
sulting reduction in the number.

Men Proud of Their Roads. 


Mr. Locke was cross-examined- by 
Elisha Lee, Chairman of the conference 
committe of Managers, who is acting for 
the railroads. Mr. Lee thought Mr. Locke 
had spoken disparagingly of the Lake 
Shore, and the witness said: 

** Believe me, I have as high an opinion 
of the Lake Shore as any one. I did say 
the fast freight trains were seldom on 
time, but the service on the Lake Shofe 
is as good as on any road, except perhaps 
the Lackawanna.”

I 
would have tiven a good-deal to be per- 
mitted to pass the examination over at 
that time, but: I had to go to Chicago 
and lose three weeks’ time. I lost about 
$150 by it ang got no benefit from the 
examination for two or three years. I 
know another man who had a broken 
leg when he was called for examination, 
and even that did not save him from

McGinnis, a fireman on the 
R. E. Cory of the Big 
Four, and James A. Bell of Newcastle, 
Penn., employed on the Pennsylvania 
Lines ‘West, told of conditions’ on their 
roads, and expressed objection to clean- 
ing engines, as now-required. They said 
they did not want extra pay for this 
work, but’ wanted to be relieved of it. 

Mr. Bell admitted that wages had been 
raised four. times since 1906, but said 
he had no more at the end of the month 
than’ péfore, as everything cost more. 
He estimated’ his expenses while away 
from ‘home. at $25 or $30 a month, with- 
out any corresponding reduction at home. 
His income averaged about $100 a month, 
but at the end of each month he was a 
little further behind and was in debt, 
although his family consisted of only his 
wife and a young child.

Company, 
Cambria Steel’ Company, und Cambria 
iren Company, and the stockholdings of 
the two fifms in the companies. .The 
purpose of Judge Dickinson, counsel for 
the Government, was to show financial 


relations between the Morgan firm and 
the * supposedly independent ”’ steel com- 
panies, 

Mr. Stotesbury said he-was not active 
in J. P, Morgan & Co., but was in the 
firm of Drexel & Co. 

“Are the operations of the two firms 
independent?” asked ’, Lindabury, 
counsel for the Stee! Corporation. 

said 


They are separate concerns,” 
Mr, Stotesbury. 

In 1901 Drexel & Co. held 1,300 shares 
of Pennsylvania’ Steel; in,1911, 519 shares. 
In 1901 the firm had 2,480 shares of 
Cambria Steel -and in 1911 a few shares. 
These shares, Mr. Stotesbury explained, 
were handled by Drexel & Co. merely as 
bankers and brokers. ‘I'he Cambria stock 
was bought by order of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and waS subsequently ' delivered 
to it. The Pennsylvania Steel stock was 
bought for another customer. 

Asked about an issue of $10,000,000 of 
Pennsylvania Steel stock, Mr. Stotesbury 
said his firm had organized a syndicate 
to underwrite it, but it all went. to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, which controlled 
the company. Lindabury submitted a 
statement i ewrline that the firm had no 
Pennsylvania Steel, Cambria Steel, or 
Lackawanna Steel stock at the time the 
dissolution sult was brought. 

He also produced, in answer -to a ‘sub- 
poena, a mass of correspondence concern- 
ing the formation of the Steel Corpora- 
tion, It included agreements among J. P. 
Morgan & Co., E> C.:Converse, who was 
President of the National Tube’ Company, 
and’ William Nelson Cromwell. Judge 
Dickinson refused to make the papers 
public or to: discuss them until they had 
been: put in evidence. 

The exarnination of James Gayley, ex- 
Vice President of the Steel Corporation, 
was continued... He has been on the stand 
longer than airy-other witness and showed 
the effects of fatigue, after a recent ill- 
ness. After same questioning. he was ex- 
cused, but may be called again later. 

C. A. Severance. of counsel for the de- 
fense. read a cable message sent from 
Scotland by Andrew Carnegie to Charles 
M. Schwab on July 30, 1900, which said: 

Come sure. ~ Wish conference. Delay deliv- 
ery on bonds. We may be in great: neéd of 
reserve millions, 

Judge Dickinson has shown. great cu- 
riosity as_to what induced Mr. Carfregie 
to abandon his project for a tube mill at 
Conneaut, and has intimated that J. P. 
Morgan had something to do with it. 
The cable, sent shortly before the Steel 
Corporation was launched, was avparent- 
ly intended to show -that Mr. Carnegie, 
white abread, had his own reasons for 
giving up his’ plan.
